Poison ivy and poison oak 
have always been a hazard of pic- 
nics and hikes. But when the ob- 
noxious plants started to creep into 
daily living at Corte Madera, Cali- 
fornia, things had gone too far. 

Children traveling between 
school and home found it difficult 
to avoid poison oak. School attend- 
ance suffered. 

The citizens decided to do some- 
thing about it. The Women’s Im- 
provement Club appointed a com- 
mittee of six to investigate the 
possibility of getting rid of the 
dangerous weeds. 


Tue committee investigated the 
various ways to destroy the pest. 
Digging it out was too slow and 
costly. Spraying seemed to be the 
only answer. 2,4-D and Ammate 
were recommended by the state 
agricultural college. Unlike most 
chemicals, these materials would 
be absorbed thru the leaves and 
circulated thruout the entire plant. 
No new plant could sprout from an 
old root. Neither chemical would 
be poisonous to animals, introduce 


‘a fire hazard, or leave the soil 


permanently sterilized. The com- 
mittee chose Ammate. 

The town council was sympa- 
thetic, but had no money to pay 
for the necessary spraying. The 


committee decided to handle the 
campaign itself. The town council 
gladly gave permission to go ahead. 


Six hundred post cards were 
sent out, asking for donations. This 
brought 100 donations. Two bingo 
games brought in more money. 
Finally the committee started ring- 
ing door bells. In all, they raised 
$851.84. 

A local spraying company agreed 
to do the job for 8 cents a gallon. 
The six committeewomen mapped 
out the areas to be sprayed. 

Portable sprayers were used in 
garden areas. A truck-mounted 
sprayer took care of the roadsides. 
Only seven days were needed to 
complete the job. Thirty-two 
thousand gallons of Ammate solu- 
tion were used. 


Wirn a few days the plants 
began to wither. The owners of 
property were warned against re- 
moval of the seemingly dead plants. 
Unless left alone for several weeks, 
some deep root might not be 
reached by the poison. 

Next year, the committee hopes 
to go beyond the 50-foot limit on 
each side of the roads. They plan 
to keep up the work for 3 years, 
destroy all of the poisonous pests 
within the community.

a There are two general types of automatic water heaters for home 
use: storage-type heaters and instantaneous heaters. Both are avail- 
able. 

= Sterage-Type Heaters 

's 


These may be fired by gas, oil, or electricity. 
Monel or glass tanks work best, and can be used 
with either hard or soft water. Galvanized metal 
tanks should be used only with relatively soft water. 

In most oil or gas heaters, the storage tank is in the 
center with the burner beneath it. The rest of the 
heater is a heavily insulated air space thru which 
hot gases pass around the tank. These gases heat the 
water quickly. After they have lost their heat, 
gases pass off thru a damper. Some manufacturers 
have baffles in the flue which slow down the escape 
of gases until all possible heat is lost to the water. An 
expansion valve controls the rate of fuel. 

Electric heaters operate on the same principles. 
Since there is no exhaust to think of, heaters run by electricity are 
cleaner. But they are often more expensive to operate. Some power 
companies offer a flat rate to customers with specified electric heaters. 

ns Before you buy any storage-type heater, check with your power com- 
pany. It may save you money. 
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Diffusion baffles. In many water heaters still on the market today, 
old water begins to flow into the bottom of your heater as soon as you 
lraw hot water off the top. After about half the hot water has been 
lrawn from the tank, you begin to get lukewarm instead of hot water. 
Che new diffusion baffle—a device that covers the water inlet-—makes 
\t possible for you to draw most of the hot water from the tank without 
nixing it with cold water. If you can figure your hot-water needs 
closely, this baffle permits you to get the same amount of hot water 
{rom a smaller heater. | Turn to page 25

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Does Your Hot-Water System

Temperature control. How hot your hot water should be depends 
on how you use it. Water over 140 degrees is too hot for shaving. Dish- 
water over 125 degrees is too hot to keep hands in, unless you use a 
dish mop. Ideally, you need water at 110 degrees for washing dishes, 
at 145 degrees for rinsing. A hot shower means water between 90 de- 
grees and 105 degrees. Water a few degrees above 100 is uncomfort- 
able in a tub. 

As far as laundry is concerned, some fabrics can’t take hot water. 
These are usually washed by hand, tho. Otherwise you needn’t worry 
about getting water too hot. Manufacturers of automatic washers 
recommend 145-160 degrees. 

In the past we’ve had to establish water temperature by guess and 
by test. But no more scalded toes, at least not with those new heaters 
with a dial which you can adjust to the temperature you need. 


Safety. Most gas- and oil-fired heaters are designed with a special 
safety control which shuts off the fuel if the flame goes out. To relight 
the heater, you have to push a button. The heater can’t relight itself 
and cause trouble. 


Shapes. Water heaters are still predominantly 
cylindrical in shape. But there are a few varia- 
tions. One manufacturer puts out a cylindrical 
heater with a spherical tank inside. Since a sphere 
has less surface than any other shape of equal 
volume, there is less heat lost thru the walls of 
the tank. 

Several flat-top water heaters are now on the 
market. They are designed to fit into a kitchen or 
utility room at counter height, providing added 
work space. There is another advantage, too. 
The greatest heat loss in a hot-water system is in 
the pipes which carry hot water between heater 
and faucet. Since more hot water is normally 
used in the kitchen than anywhere else, manu- 
facturers designed this heater to suit that room. 














Instantaneous Heaters 


The principle behind this type of heater is 
simple: Heat only the water you need, and 
heat it when you want it. As soon as you turn 
on a hot-water faucet, a valve in the hot-water 
line turns on the heating element in an in- 
stantaneous heater. In a matter of seconds the 
water is hot, and as long as your fautet is on, 
the heater will remain on. Turning off the 
faucet closes the valve and shuts off the heater. 

Instantaneous heaters are usually gas-fired. 
Many installations have a thermostatic con- 
trol, so that the flame is cut down when the 
temperature of the water reaches a certain 
level, say 140 degrees. These heaters come in 

all sizes, and since they work without your ateention, they may be con- 
| sidered automatic. 
How Large a Heater? 


Few people have a big enough water heater. It takes a lot of hot 
water to keep a household clean and comfortable, and the more you 
have available, the more you'll use. 

To determine how big a heater you need, you have to know (1) how 
much water-your family needs, (2) the most that the family will need 
in any one hour, and (3) the recovery rate of the heater that looks 
best to you. 

(1) Figuring how much hot water your family uses isn’t easy, I dis- 
covered. Even heater manufacturers can’t agree on an average figure. 
It varies from 10 to 15 gallons a day per person, and if you have an 
automatic washer, count it as an extra person. Your storage tank 
should hold a minimum of 20 percent of your family’s needs. 

(2) To estimate the most hot water you'll need in any one hour, 
you'll need to know how much hot water various operations require: 
Washing and rinsing dishes 11 gallons 
Scrubbing and cleaning up 4 gallons 

One load (about nine pounds of clothes) in an 

automatic washer 17 gallons 

Bath for each child 13 gallons 

Bath for each adult 9 gallons

All new work was in- 
sulated, and with new doors, storm sash, weatherstrip- 
ping, and a protected hillside location, we find our home 
economical to héat. : 

Downstairs we redecorated and added a glassed-in 
porch, a den, and a guest room. Upstairs, we paneled 
11-year-old Robbie’s room with knotty pine, and re- 
arranged two small bedrooms to make a large room for 
us and a passageway to a room for 7-year-old Virginia 
Louise. 

We engineered a driveway to the garage in 1942, and 
it was not an easy task. The drive is steep, and sometimes 
we don’t attempt it in winter. But we use it 95 percent of 
the year. The house itself, which we are still improving, 
we use 100 percent of the year. We wish it could be more.

As FAR as home building is concerned, 
these postwar years are like the depression 
years of the early thirties.

The exterior is faced with clapboards 
laid four inches to the weather. Corner 
boards and eave moldings are merely flat 
lengths of wood—no special cutting is re- 
quired that might run into money.

On the front the roof has been pulled 
down over the bay window and front door 
to break the roof line and give shelter to 
the door.

Let’s look at the record: In 1946, mar- 
riage crackups reached the fantastic level of 
6 divorces for every 10 marriages. Our na- 
tional birth rate continues to plummet 
downward. Even with thousands of war 
babies it reached only two-thirds the level 
of 1875. Yet illegitimate births keep soar- 
ing, ringing up a 33 percent increase in 15 
years. As for promiscuity, the National 
Committee for Mental Hygiene tells us “the 
prevalence of sex experience outside of 
marriage is twice what it was 30 years ago.” 

We might throw up our hands in hope- 
lessness. We might write off the institution of 
marriage as passé, outworn, a flop, and a 
failure. But we don’t have to. There is 
nothing wrong with marriage. The thing 
that is wrong is the denial of marriage. 


CONSIDER the plight of young people— 
girls in their late teens and boys in their 
early 20’s. We surround them with pious 
ideals of marriage and home building. We 
admit, somewhat grudgingly, that our Hal 
Smiths and our Jean Fosters are biological- 
ly mature—that they’re not only capable of 
mating and parenthood but are endowed 
with growing and compelling urges toward 
those goals. We dangle marriage in front of 
them. We lure them toward it in our movies, 
our fiction, in the whole romantic gloss with 
which we daub the youthful life. Then at the 


crucial moment we snatch away this illusion. 
“Don’t be a fool, Alice. It’s ridiculous to 
marry a boy who’s making only $30 a 
week!” Or, “Out of the question, Ned. 
We'd never permit you to marry until 
you’ve finished you internship!” 


WE HURL these people headlong into 
what Dr. J. G. Auerbach, New York psy- 
chiatrist, calls the “‘sexual dilemma.”’ 

‘‘When the boy and girl enter puberty, a 
gradual awakening of the sex urge takes 
place. It asks for fulfillment, just as other 
physiological drives like hunger ask for 
satisfaction. But society has erected strong 
barriers. It does not sanction fulfillment 
before marriage. The weight of religious 
and moral indignation and boycott is 
thrown against the young transgressor. 

““Yet modern society postpones the mar- 
riageable age until later and later. In this 
way, it greatly increases the temptation for 
the youngster to trangress, since the growing 
urge becomes more and more demanding 
and its suppression more difficult. The 
young person finds himself on the horns of a 
dilemma, his ever-growing urge on the one 
side, society’s barbed obstacles on the 
other.” 

The result of this dilemma, Doctor Auer- 
bach concludes, is the growing army of 
crippled personalities. Psychiatrists’ offices 
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teem with men and women suffering from 


guilt complexes because they indulged in. 


premarital sex relations, and with equal 
numbers who are frigid or impotent be- 
cause they were too long repressed and 
frustrated. 

From the files of Dr. Janet Fowler Nelson 
come these case histories: 


Tom and Lillian were in love. They 
wanted to marry. They were blocked be- 
cause Tom was starting out to be an archi- 
tect and working out his apprenticeship at 
$28 a week. Faced with a long wait—five 
years or more—before they would be able 
to marry, Tom and Lillian realized that 
they had to make a decision. Either they 
would (1) have extramarital relations, thus 
breaking the rules of society, or (2) stifle 
their emotional and physical drives, with 
the resultant frustration. 

They chose the first alternative. 

After several years, Tom was earning 
enough money to swing the marriage, and 
they became Mr. and Mrs. “‘But,”’ as Lillian 
later told Doctor Nelson, “we went into 
marriage with black marks against us— 
with a criminal record!” Both of them were 
oppressed with guilt and misgiving—Lil- 
lian with the fear that ““Tom only married 
me because he thought he ought to,” and 
Tom unhappily remarking, “‘If she was that 
way with me, I suppose she’d do the same 
with any man.” 

Equally bitter is the case of conscien- 
tious Arthur and Margaret. ‘“This couple,” 
Doctor Nelson explains, ‘‘chose the second 
alternative. They stifled their physiological 
urges completely for four years until they 
were able to get married.” 

Margaret was a college girl. Her parents 
refused to allow her to marry until she had 
received her diploma and had taught school 
for at least a year. She and Arthur “‘went 
steady” from the time she was 19 until she 
was 23. Finally they were married. A few 
years later Margaret was in Doctor Nelson’s 
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office relating a sorrowful story of their 
failure to reach mature sexual adjustment. 

““You see,” Margaret said, “‘we ruled out 
all necking and petting before we were 
married. We knew that was the only way to 
keep out of difficulty. I suppose it was Puri- 
tanical, but anyway we prided ourselves on 
never showing any signs of physical affec- 
tion.” 

Arthur and Margaret had fallen into a 
familiar trap. Like parents who mistakenly, 
and tragically, try to ““manage”’ the per- 
fectly natural sexual drives of their children 
by telling them that sex is “‘bad”’ or ‘“‘filthy,” 
this young couple had reined in their own 
impulses by labeling them evil and tawdry. 

“This carried over into their married life 
and completely blocked a happy adjust- 
ment,’ Doctor Nelson explains. 

One psychologist, speaking of the toll 
which the sexual dilemma exacts, remarked, 
“T see it in my office every day. Young 
people eating themselves up inside, be- 
cause they can’t sin and they can’t marry.” 
_ Early marriage is so obviously the 
answer! If we gave young people half a hope 
that they could marry at 20 or 22, they could 
cope with their growing urges. But if mar- 
riage is in a foggy, never-never land with 
economic barbed wire surrounding it, we 
neatly destroy the very institution we want 
to preserve. 


“EARLY marriage,” declared Dr. James 
F. Bender, director of the National Institute 
for Human Relations, “leads to far better 
marriage adjustment both physically and 
psychologically. The cases of incompati- 
bility which come to my office are not the 
couples who married early. The early- 
marrieds reach compatibility easily and 
naturally, as nature intended them to. It is 
the late-marrieds who are crippled by 
previous, furtive experiences and by stunted 
and repressed emotions.” 

As for general maturity and adjustment to 
living, Doctor Bender observes, “Young 
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married men are steadier, more levelheaded, 
and more capable of productive work than 
unmarried men the same age. They are 
more ambitious, more reliable. They are re- 
lieved of physical tensions and of the dis- 
tracting and irregular life which single men 
customarily lead.” 


Wuat stake has the community in early 
marriage? One might fear we were becom- 
ing maudlin over young people’s romances 
if only their interests were involved. Not so. 
We are concerned with the whole com- 
munity, with you and me and the stake we 
all have in the preservation of marriage, 
home, and family as an American way of 
life. 

Promiscuity, sociologists agree, is the 
greatest foe of marriage. But how do young 
people feel about it? A Y.M.C.A. poll 
among men in their late teens and early 
20’s indicated not only that extramarital 
relations were “greatly increasing,” but 
that 80 percent of the young men blamed 
financial bars against early marriage for the 
upward trend. 

From promiscuity, it is just a short skip 
and jump to venereal disease. The American 
Social Hygiene Association is our national 
VD watchdog. Its executive director, Dr. 
Walter Clarke, declares: 

‘“‘Promiscuity, especially among young 
people, remains the major source of venereal 
infections. Undoubtedly one reason for the 
wide prevalence of promiscuity is the gap 
between the age at which physiological ma- 
turity is attained and the age at which mar- 
riage becomes possible for most young 
people today. 

‘‘With economic and sociological factors 
pushing the marriage age on toward 30, we 
are faced with the question of how the 
sexual impulse can be expressed in a socially 
acceptable form. The American Social 
Hygiene Association is exploring the whole 
question of early marriage. If soundly pre- 
sented, it might help us_ [ Turn to page 146

The telephone is in the kitchen, but there are 
jacks in both bedrooms and the living room for 
a portable telephone.

RE ae a 
George Nelson is a newcomer in the furni- 
ture ranks. A lot of people got huffy when 
he kicked over the traces a few months ago 
and scolded the industry with a few well- 
upholstered insults, like “uninspired,” 
“‘tasteless,”’ “‘antiquated.”’ He even suggest- 
ed that the average American has better 
taste than the furniture makers. 

But there were a lot more people—design- 
ers, some up-and-coming manufacturers, 
housewives who were tired of dusting Chip- 
pendale carving—who turned hopeful eyes : . , 
toward Nelson’s drawing board. Pull-out ends of coffee table hold trays, finished underneath so they can be turned over to extend table top 

For two years he has been working on a 
collection -of furniture for manufacturer 
Herman Miller to produce. Some of these 
pieces resemble other good lines of Modern. 
Yet they’re all distinctly Nelson because he 
bows to only three rules: Make it simple. 
Make it flexible. Make it honest, without 
superficial style tricks. The whole beauty of 
the pieces lies in their perfectly proportioned 
shapes and the unusual combination of 
wood finishes and lacquer which Nelson has 
used. 

The finished furniture is now on the mar- 
ket. Its more than 70 pieces are sold in- 
dividually, never in suites. (Nelson believes 
that just as people vary, so do their homes 
and their_needs within those homes.) Until 
it’s produced on a larger scale, it will be 
expensive.

Most families serve both everyday and company 
meals informally—the etiquette books call it “‘English 
family style.’’ This kind of eating can run a wide range 
from simple service to near-elegance. It all depends on 


your tableware and the food you serve. 

You'll find a serving table on rollers (like the one pic- 
tured at right) almost indispensable for easy serving with- 
out help. Standing at the hostess’ right hand, it takes the 
place of the butler almost none of us has. In fact, with 
planning you can—using the serving table—eliminate all 
trips to the kitchen. 

See how we’ve made use of it? Coffee service and smok- 
ing accessories on top. Ice bucket, water pitcher, covered 
dessert, dessert plates, and forks on the bottom shelf. When

dessert and coffee move to the dining table, the serving 
table will accommodate your empty dinner plates. 

Here are answers to some of your most common ques- 
tions about family-style dining: 


@. How can I serve a first course with a family-style dinner? 


A. The host may serve tomato or pineapple juice cocktail 
in the living room while the hostess is placing food on the 
table.

@. Why are place or service plates used when there is no cocktail or 


soup course served on them? 


A. One of the traditional rules of table setting is, ““Never 
leave an empty space in front of a guest.’ Besides, the 
place plate makes the table much lovelier to look at than if 
each place were blank. If you do not have a separate set of 
service plates, let your dinner plates do the job, instead of 
being stacked in front of the host. (He'll need one extra 
dinner plate for smooth serving.) Or, rather than leave the 
space completely empty, you can place the napkin be- 
tween the knife and fork. 


@. What becomes of the place plates when the main course is 
served? 


A. When the host passes the served dinner plate, the guest 
passes his place plate on to the hostess. She puts it to one 
side, later moving it to the serving table beneath the dessert 
plates. When the hostess serves dessert, she may place the 
salad-size dessert plate on the service plate and return it. 
This enhances the appearance of the dessert. In case din- 
ner plates are used as service plates, the guest passes his 
empty plate to the host when he is served. [ Turn to page 77

To prepare: You make your best honest meat 
stew with plenty of vegetables and nice gravy, 
and pour it into individual casseroles which, as 
you are no expert at piecrust, you top with a pre- 
pared mix. You leave two plain for the younger 
children, who will eat it with you if there is no 
company. You peel the tomatoes, and put them 
in the refrigerator with the chopped herbs, in

peaches for dessert, without being extravagant. 
Either the day before or in the early morning you 
salt the soybeans, which you have remembered 
to put on to soak for about eight hours, make the 
cream of tomato soup and put it in cups in the 
refrigerator to chill, snip the chives to sprinkle 
on the soup at the last minute. 

You prepare the vegetables for the stew and 
wrap them in wet parchment paper in three sepa- 
rate bunches according to when they are to go in- 
to the stew, and put them in the refrigerator. You 
poach the fresh peaches in a thick syrup, and 
chop up the nuts and ginger. Your husband will 
stop by for the ice cream on the way home. Then 
you are free as air till a couple of hours before 
dinner, and even then you haven’t much to do 
except to keep an eye on the progress of the 
stew. 


To serve: When it is time, you start the stew, 
and make the cucumber sandwiches and wrap 
them in waxed paper. Except for adding vege- 


buy cheese straws, and put the chicken in casse- 
roles. As the party is your going-away present to 
your niece, you feel you can splurge a little on the 
food. The morning before, you are able to do all 
the marketing. Almost all of the dinner can be 
made the preceding day, or in the early morning 
the day of the event. Season and ice the tomato 
juice, cook and shell the eggs, prepare the celery 
and water cress, fix the aspic and put it to chill 
till needed, fix the casseroles ready to reheat. 

The only things you cannot do are mash the 
avocado, finish the salad, prepare and cook the 
vegetable, and butter the rolls. If you had no time to 
prepare Limas, green beans, or peas, or if tomatoes 
were rampant in your district, you could always 
make a plain aspic with all stock and serve baked 
potatoes with the casserole. With almost every- 
thing done, you feel quite relaxed and leave the 
rest for later, while you dress carefully, so that 
your niece’s guests will not feel you have one foot 
in the grave. 


To serve: You fix the egg salad shells and the 
avocado. And all that remains to be done later is 


which you will roll them at the last minute. You 
cut the dill pickles in strips and wrap them in 
moist parchment paper to chill in the refrigerator. 
You make a lot of Melba toast while you are 
doing other things in the kitchen, so you can see 
that it doesn’t go up in smoke. You make the 
Toll House cookies. You have bought a lot of 
blueberries. Serve them fresh or stew only as 
many as you will need tonight, as you have fore- 
handedly mixed more piecrust dough than you 
can use today, and wrapped the rest in waxed 
paper in theerefrigerator. Tomorrow you will 
have deep-dish blueberry pie from the extra 
berries and crust. 

You know the whole dinner is good, but it seems 
a little homespun, and besides, you are never sure 
at this time of year when an extra guest will show 
up, so you try the paté, which will add an exotic 
touch if one should be needed. 


To serve: Just as you thought, two friends 
turned out to be motoring thru, and it was very 


tables to the stew twice, at stated intervals, there 
is nothing more to do till dinnertime. About 
dinnertime, you sprinkle chives on the soup, put 
the long French loaf in the oven and put the cups 
of soup on the table together with a cheese-crock 
of butter surrounded by ice cubes. When you 
take out the soup cups, you bring in the casserole 
and the now hot French bread. When you take 
out the dinner plates, turn the ice cream onto a 
chilled plate, place the peaches around it, and 
sprinkle over the whole thing the juice, nuts, and 
ginger. 

There is no way, unless you use paper plates or 
have a dishwasher, to avoid washing the dishes, 
but you reflect you have never minded them so 
much; it is the pots and pans that get you down. 
This dinner, then, is your triumph. You washed 
the double boiler you made the soup in when you 
poured the soup in cups to chill, and the only 
other pot is the casserole. This you do not wash. 
You put it in the refrigerator and serve stew 
again, after a decent interval. 


to put the casseroles in a slow oven and butter the 
rolls, which are then put to heat in the oven with 
the cheese straws, peanuts, potato chips, and 
plates for the main course. There is also the veg- 
etable (if you have chosen the hard way) and the 
clearing up of any pre-dinner mess in the kitch- 
en. You take the ice cream out of the dry ice, so 
it won’t be like an unmelted glacier. The appe- 
tizers will be in the living room; and after you 
have greeted the boys and girls, you put on the 
coffee and clear up the living room while the 
guests are eating. When they have finished their 
first course, your niece brings out the shells and 
you give her the casseroles, rolls, and vegetable. 
You receive the main course dishes at almost the 
same moment you hand your niece the large bowl 
of ice cream and the cake. 

By the time your niece is pouring coffee in the 
living room, you are almost finished. Not one of 
the young folks suspects your presence, having 
assumed you left the house. You pile a plate high 
with a mixture of dinner-party foods, as you did 
as a child, and retire to your room to eat and read 
luxuriously. 


gratifying to be able to ask them, with a ring of 
sincerity in your voice, to stay to supper. They 
demurred, but obviously wanted to accept and 
finally were persuaded. 

You give the children the meat pies you didn’t 
put a crust on, and prepared tomatoes without 
herbs, individual dishes of blueberries and a 
handful of cookies. You stay quite idly chatting 
with your guests. Your husband comes home and 
mixes a cool drink; you bring on the whipped 
paté. On the same trip to the kitchen you put the 
meat pies in the oven. Your guests, very much 
impressed, keep reaching for the toast and eat 
practically all the paté; the time is perfect, for 
just about when you are ready for dinner, the pie- 
crust is baked. It takes but a moment to roll the 
tomatoes in the herbs. While you are not quite 
out of earshot getting the coffee you hear your 
friends complimenting your meal to your husband, 
and you hope that with his disarming candor he 
will not give away the fact you can’t always do so 
well at a moment’s notice. :

You can pick peaches, all 
sliced and sweetened, out 
of your freezer next winter. 
And their flavor will be 
deliciously close to the ones 
you’re picking off the peach 
tree this month. We tell you 
how to package the sliced 
peaches, how to make the 
freezing syrup, and the trick 
of keeping the golden peach 
color. 


Kind to Freeze 


Choose the peach you 
like to eat—the most flavor- 
ful, fine-textured yellow va- 
riety available. You may 
want to ask your state ex- 
periment station for infor- 
mation on your area. Three 
excellent freezing varieties 
you can usually find are: 
Hale Haven, South Haven, 
and J. H. Hale. Keep a rec- 
ord on the label,,so you can 
remember the one you used. 


Using Corn Syrup 

Corn syrup is excellent for 
freezing peaches. You may 
use extra-sweet corn syrup 
and water, or a combina- 
tion of corn syrup, sugar, 
and water. We give you 
rules for both. For all corn 
syrup, add 134 cups warm 
water to each 5-pound jar 
of extra-sweet, light corn 
syrup. This makes 834 cups 
syrup for freezing, enough 
for about 16 quarts peaches. 
For a smaller amount, add 
V4 cup warm water to a 1)4- 
pound jar extra-sweet corn 


syrup. This makes 244 cups, 


syrup for freezing, enough 
for about 41% quarts peaches. 
This is a 4 parts syrup to 1 
part water proportion. 

To make a sugar and syrup 
mixture, combine 3 cups 
water, 2 cups light corn 
syrup (1)4-pound bottle or 
can), and 2 cups sugar. 
Heat to boiling. Cool. Chill 


overnight if possible. Use 


the syrup cold. 


How to Make Sugar 
Syrup 

The syrup can be made a 
day ahead, if you like, and 
stored in the refrigerator. 
Prepare a 50-percent sugar 
syrup by dissolving 24 cups 
sugar in 2 cups hot water 
(this makes a heavy syrup). 
You will have 34% cups 
sugar syrup for freezing, 
enough for about 6 quarts 
peaches.

How to Keep the 
Golden Color 


Since “tastes good” is 
influenced by “‘looks good,” 
keeping the fresh color of 
peaches is going to make 
them taste all the better 
next winter. Stir Vitamin C 
(ascorbic acid) into syrup 
just before the fruit is added. 
You can buy Vitamin C in 
powder form in many drug- 
| stores, in tablet form (crush 
it to a powder) in almost all 
drugstores. To keep fruit 
from darkening, add 1 tea- 
spoon ascorbic acid powder 
to each 4 cups syrup and 
| mix well, 


Package 


Pour 4 cup and 1 table- 
spoon syrup into each quart 
container. Be sure container 
is leakproof and can be 
sealed tightly. Peel the 
washed peaches a few at a 
time. We do not scald them. 
This is a slower method but 
results in fresher flavor. It’s 
a big help to have two 
} people on the job—one to 
| peel, the other to slice, seal, 
and label. 

Slice peaches directly into 
syrup in container. This way 
peaches get the protection of 
the Vitamin C immediately. 
Allow 34 inch head space. 
Put a wad of locker paper 
at top of container to hold 
peaches under syrup. Seal. 
Label (variety, date). Place 
in home freezer immediately 
or in the refrigerator until 
you’re ready to rush all the 
packages’‘to the locker. 


Halves, Slices, 
or Puree 


Peaches may be sliced or 
left in halves. Or you can 
purée them. Sweeten to 
taste with sugar for winter 
use in homemade peach ice 
cream, marmalade, or peach 
butter. 


Winter, 1947-48 


This winter you'll have 
peaches for the picking from 
your freezer. Thaw them 
just until they slip out of the 
container easily. Slices will 
fall apart; there will still be 
ice crystals in the syrup.

@. Whom should the host serve first? 


A. The guest of honor, man or woman. He is seated at the hostess’ 
right if a man, at the host’s right if a woman. Then other guests are 
served in order, starting at the host’s right. 

@. Which is served first, the salad or the main course? 


A. Both host and hostess start serving as soon as everyone is seated. 
Since salad is easier to serve than the main course, it is usually the 
first to be passed to the guest. 

@. Where should I place the salad plate when served with the dinner? 


A. To the left of the dinner plate, a little below the butter plate. Or, 
if your table is wide enough, the salad plate may be placed directly 
above the dinner plate. Many authorities recommend a crescent- 
shaped salad plate which fits around the top of the dinner plate. 


@. When I serve salad with the dinner, should I place the salad fork to the 
inside or outside of the dinner fork? 


A. This is a matter of choice. Since salad is usually first to be served, 
and is something of an appetizer, most people start their salad first. 
Hence, we have placed the salad fork outside the dinner fork. If 
the dinner course is first served, place it inside the dinner fork. 
@. How many salt and peppers should be on the table? 


A. Either small individual sets, or one larger set for every two people. 


@. Where should a relish plate or condiments be placed? 


A. Near the hostess. She can then pass them to guests. 


@. Must I use butter plates on an informal table? 

A. Not if you serve buttered rolls and your dinner plate is large 
enough to accommodate the roll without its touching other food. 
@. Should the butter spreaders be placed in a horizontal, vertical, or slanting 
position on the individual butter plates? 

A. This, again, is up to you. Usually they are placed horizontally. 
@. How should I refill water glasses? 

A. At informal, family-style dinners the glass is usually passed to the 
hostess, and she refills it without getting up. 

@. Should meat and vegetable dishes be passed for second helpings? 

A. If you wish, but it’s easier for the guest if he passes his plate to the 
host for a refill. 

@. Is coffee served with the main course or dessert? 

A. A thoughtful hostess will ask each guest whether he wants coffee 
with his dinner or dessert. 

@. When the main course is finished, how should I remove the dishes? 


A. The hostess removes the large salad bowl and her own dinner 
plate to the lower shelf of the serving table, and places the covered 
dessert service, plates, and silver on the table in front of her. As she 
serves the dessert, each guest passes his dinner plate and silver to her 
in exchange for the dessert. Then the guest passes her or his empty 
salad and butter plate. These are placed out of sight on the lower 
shelf of the serving table. 


@. How should I place silver on the dessert plate? 


A. The dessert (salad) fork is placed on the left side of the plate, the 
dessert spoon (or teaspoon) on the right. 


@. When are ash trays placed on the table? 
A. Following the dessert and coffee service. 
@. Should candles always be lighted? 


A. Yes, if used on the table, they should be lighted. 


@. What type of decoration can I use on a small table that barely accommo- 
dates the food service and place settings? 

A. A candelabra takes minimum space and is decorative. Center 
candle bowl holds enough water for a small arrangement of flowers.

Casserole of Chicken and 
Mushrooms 


Simmer 2)4 to 3 pounds breast 
of chicken in 4 cups salted water 
with an onion, a stalk, of celery, 
and a sprig of parsley. Cover. 
When tender, (about 50 minutes) 
remove chicken and dice in small 
pieces. (You should have about 
34% cups.) Cook 2 ounces (34 cup) 
cut macaroni or wide noodles in 
about 334 cups strained chicken 
broth until just tender.

Top with buttered bread crumbs 
and a little grated American 
cheese. Bake in slow oven (300°) 
about 15 to 20 minutes. Serves 8. 


Whipped Paté 


Take as large a tin of purée of 
paté de foie gras as you can afford 
and place its contents in a bowl on 
ice. Work in a quarter as much 
softened butter as you have paté. 
When it’s smooth, season with salt 
and pepper. Last, add as much 
whipped cream as you have butter, 
working till it is creamy. Chill. 


Tee Cold Tomatoes 


Choose round, even, ripe to- 
matoes.

Your boys and girls must make their own 


decisions between right and wrong. Here’s 


how you can help them with your guidance

J IMMY burst into the living room, his helmet 
cocked over one ear. 

“Mother, I kicked a football thru the church 
window.” 

“Did you mean to do it?” 

*Oh, no!” 

“What are you going to do about it?” 

“Tl tell Reverend Simms.” 

“What else?” 

“Tl have it fixed and pay for it myself.”” He 
ran back out to play. 

That mother knows what discipline is! Her 
boy will always feel safe in coming to her. She 
didn’t punish or force the right course of action 
on him. All she did was ask the questions. He 
made the decisions. 

This incident reminded me of another 
mother, not so wise. Her 10-year-old son had 
stolen some athletic equipment from school. 
When I arrived at their home, she was scolding 
the frightened little fellow unmercifully. 

I walked over, sat down beside him and took 
his hand. “Shall we go down and have a soda?”’ 
I asked quietly. He beamed. 

I shall always remember how slowly he 
sipped that soda to postpone the issue. Driving 
back, I asked, “‘What are you going to do with 
those shin guards?” 

“Take ’em back.” 

“‘Won’t it be easy for you to steal again?” 

“No! I was too scared this time. From now 
on Ill get along with my own things.”’ He 
looked me in the eye and added, “If I ever do 
get in trouble, Pll come to you.” He’s never 
had to. 

How sad that this boyish confidence wasn’t 
earned by his own mother! 

You’ve heard parents say, “Johnny is such a 
good boy—he does everything I tell him to do.” 

But have you ever stopped to think that 
maybe Johnny isn’t really well disciplined at 
all? If Johnny does everything mother tells him, 
just because mother tells him, he’s likely to do 
everything anyone else tells him, too. Hitlers 
rise to power on the shoulders of men like this. 


Teaco your child obedience, yes. But, more 
important, teach him to choose right from wrong 
voluntarily. Real discipline is control from 
inside, not from an outside force. 

One young doctor I know did learn discipline 
as a child. His parents gave him plenty of 
guidance, but he made his own decisions. I 
remember a college picnic which showed Bill’s 
strong character. Tho it was a hard-liquor 
party, Bill took a carton of soft drinks for 
himself and his girl. (The problem here

isn’t whether medical students should drink. 
It happened that Bill didn’t want to drink.) 
He had the courage to be ruled by his own will 
and not the will of the group. Later he told me 
that a lot of the other boys, afraid to bring it 
themselves, had asked for some of his “pop.” 

In attempting to inflict discipline on a child, 
it is easy to scold and punish what may be a 
natural childish impulse of imagination, 
curiosity, or timidity. Such lack of understand- 
ing can seriously hurt a sensitive child. It may 
establish attitudes that will mar his later hap- 
piness. 

Grandmother greeted a 5-year-old’s father 
at the door, “Dickie told a lie. He said he saw a 
snake with five colors.” 

But Father was a wise man. He didn’t spank 
Dickie as Grandmother demanded. He didn’t 
even mention the snake, Taking the boy to 
school the next morning, he said, “Dickie, I 
want you to show me where you saw the snake 
with five colors.” 


A LITTLE farther on the boy pointed, 
‘Daddy, there’s where I saw it. I wonder where 
it is.” They looked all around, the boy dead 
serious. 

With a quiet voice Father asked, “By the 
way, Dickie, was that a real snake or a make- 
believe one?” 

“It was a make-believe, Daddy.” 

Dickie grew up to have a vivid imagination. 
He just had to learn there is a difference be- 
tween fact and fancy. 

Recently a friend of mine was invited to 
dinner with the parents of a 4-year-old boy. As 
they sat down, the child crawled under the 
table. When he refused to come out, his mother 
quietly proceeded with the meal. Finally he 
crept out, looked from one to another, then 
observed solemnly, “Everything has legs.” 

Once I assisted a family in obtaining a little 
foster daughter. They could not have children 
of their own. Altho the little girl’s background 
was not of the best, she was a fine child, and 
they loved her dearly. 

But one day I was called frantically by the 
father. They had found her with a little boy in 
the garage and both were undressed. Asked 
what they were doing, the little girl said, “We 
are playing nurse.” 

When the father talked to me he groaned, 
“We were afraid the evjl in her mother would 
come out in her, and here.it is!”” 

Over the telephone I began to ask him a few 
questions—‘‘How far does your memory go 
back? Did you ever play doctor? { Turn to page 143

He will jeopardize the good will 
of important people, accepting as 
few dinner engagements as he can, 
so that he can have his evenings 
at home. When there is a birthday 
in the family—there’s nearly one 
a month now that he has a daugh- 
ter-in-law and a grandson—he 
will find time somehow to get to 
the party, at least long enough for 
a wedge of angel food and to join 
in on “Happy Birthday.” Mrs. 
Warren, watching him down the 
table at banquets, talking enthu- 
siastically and laughing at his own 
stories, knows he is talking about 
the children. Sometimes she slips 
around afterwards to apologize for 
him and to hope that he didn’t 
bore someone too much. 

The first things any visitor to the 
Governor's colorfully modern offi- 
ces in Sacramento’s otherwise drab 
capitol notices are the photo- 
graphs—Jimmie in his Marine 
lieutenant’s uniform, Virginia in 
a portrait that might have been 
taken for exchange with her latest 
flame at the University, Nina, 
once known as Honey Bear, sail- 
ing over a hurdle atop her horse, 
Billy Sunday. The least cue to stop 
worrying about legislators and 
start talking about the pleasant 
young people in the pictures will 
get a rise out of the Governor. 

Leaning back, he cocks one knee 
up against the desk top, pats a 
wildly figured necktie, and begins. 
This pride in his family is spon-

taneous. There is about it, about 
him, about them, the outline of an 
American dream made real: the 
ambitious young man and his 
medest, motherly wife, boosted up 
‘rom obscurity—from roundhouse 
.o executive mansion—establishing 
a big family held together by mutu- 
al affection and seeming to thrive. 
The Warrens are innocently un- 
aware of those “‘social forces,” ‘‘ad- 
justment problems,’ and Freud- 
ian “complexes” that bedevil so 
many other homes. The Warrens 
are evidence that this particular 
American dream, tho dated as of 
the Nineteenth Century, is still 
workable, still attractive. 

In terms of the dream, Earl 
Warren’s boyhood was right. Son 
of a railroad shop foreman who 
was a Norwegian immigrant, he 
grew up in Bakersfield, California, 
on the wrong side of the tracks. 
He kept pets—dogs, sheep, a burro 
—swam and fished, hunted rab- 
bits, attended the Methodist Sun- 
day School, played baseball in 
school, tooted a clarinet in the 
town band, and worked summers 
in the Southern Pacific shops, or 
as a freight rustler or a farm hand. 

He kept his normalcy intact b} 
making average grades in school, 
but developed at the same time an 
ambition to go to college and be- 
come a lawyer, to become more 
Americanized and more successful 
than his father, to get above and 
to reach higher than his neighbor- 
hood. At the University of Cali- 
fornia, he fitted easily into the mold 
of the undergraduate, getting by, 
flunking a course or two, enjoying 
the girls and the fraternity life, the 
singing and the games and the 
steaks at Pop Kessler’s. He ham- 
mered out his degrees, practiced 
law briefly. In 1917, he entered the 
army, emerging a lieutenant. 

He had dreamed of becoming a 
wealthy trial [ Turn to page 114

lawyer, but after the war he be- 
came associated with public pros- 
ecution under Oakland’s city 
attorney. By self-righteous tough- 
ness and virtues that would have 
pleased Ben Franklin, he rose, 
rung by rung, as a prosecutor. 

Meanwhile, during a morning 
birthday party at the Piedmont 
Baths in Oakland, he was attracted 
by a dimpled face at breakfast and 
later by an attractive figure in the 
swimming pool. He forthwith ar- 
ranged an introduction and a date. 
Circumspectly, for two years, the 
young lawyer courted the dimpled 
widow, herself another Scandi- 
navian. After their engagement, 
they waited two more years until 
their savings and his salary put 
marriage within reach. They 
planned an old-fashioned house- 
hold with six children. They 
didn’t know just why, but six 
seemed exactly right, three boys 
and three girls. And that, exactly, 
is what they have today. 

Nina Palmquist Warren is not 
one of the wives about whom 
sociologists and psychiatrists 
mourn when discussing the de- 
terioration of the modern family. 
When an essayist writes sadly of 
motherhood as “‘permanent voca- 
tional maladjustment” and “‘heroic 
self-abnegation” and of house-

keeping as “sordid and trivial,” 
Mrs. Warren finds herself wonder- 
ing what the author is talking 
about. She has simply been too 
busy for such analysis. She has wel- 
comed each of the babies as they 
came along, has kept her figure, 
her good-naturedness, her bounce. 

On a public servant’s salary, she 
has had to do most of her own 
work. At one time, she had a child 
in five of the six elementary grades. 
At present, the family representa- 
tives string out from Bobby, in 
junior high, to Virginia, a fresh- 
man at Berkeley. All this has 
meant, and still means, a continu- 
ous round of chores and anxieties. 
She has yet to know the gun- 
powder boredom of the kept wife 
with nothing to do at home. She 
has yet to get out into some field of 
social service and try remaking the 
114 
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world. She has been content to re- 
make that small portion of the 
world she had her hands on. 
“There hasn’t been time for much 
else,’’ she admits. 

By keeping apart from her hus- 
band’s career, as such, she has 
probably served him best, tho she 
gets about a great deal as his com- 
panion on trips, now that the 
children depend less on her. The 
Governor, however, has not kept 
away from her sphere, and in this 
they have all been fortunate. 

No one could point to the War- 
rens to prove that American chil- 
dren see too much of women— 
mothers and teachers—while the 
fathers remain aloof. Any inclina- 
tion in Mrs. Warren to hover and 
overprotect is balanced by the 
Governor’s inclination to push the 
children out into activities which 
carry risks, 

All the children swim well. 
Earl, Jr., skis and ocean-dives for 
abalone, recently acquired a small 
powerboat for fishing excursions 
on the Sacramento River. He and 
Bobby like to shoot. The Gover- 
nor’s attitude toward possible 
dangers is common sense and mas- 
culine. ‘‘Being alive at all is a per- 
petual gamble. Too much fear is 
defeat in advance.” 

A few years ago when Nina and 
Bobby wanted to start riding, Mrs. 
Warren thought they were pretty 
little. But when their father pur- 
chased a pinto named Peanuts, she 
made no issue of it. Nor did she 
when he helped them learn to ride. 
Today the Warrens have three 
horses. Nina and Bobby are work- 
ing out on jumpers. Mrs. Warren 
has never seen them at it. She 
waits, holding her breath, until 
they get home. The Governor 
watches them every chance he can 
get. Tho he, too, holds his breath, 
he applauds. One week this past 
spring, he was wearing a Monday 
glow only in part due to sunburn; 
he had been out the day before to 
see Bobby rope his first calf. 

Jimmie, as a teen-ager, played 
football, to his dad’s delight. Once, 
however, he had his right arm so 
badly injured in scrimmage that it 
took five hours of surgery to repair 
it. He was out of the game for two 
years. When he felt like getting 
back in, his mother wanted his dad 
to say, “No.” The latter hedged: 
“No, you do it, you talk to him 
first.’ That evening on coming 
home, he asked her, “Well, did 
you speak to Jimmie about not 
playing?” 

“He has already played,” she 
answered, “‘and you should see 
him—two black eyes and no skin 
on his chin.”” Then she laughed at 
herself, “But he was so happy that 
I just couldn’t say anything to 
spoil it.”” She understood. Jimmie 
went on playing football. 

The Governor is careful not to 
be the know-it-all tutor, the over- 
anxious supervisor. He likes it 
when the kids are telling him, 
going him one better, doing things 
he hasn’t mastered. A family, he 
thinks, should be a small society in

in his natural directions at his own 
gait. He should not be nagged by 
the expectations of parents who 
are ambitious to shape him into 
some model cast. He thinks parents 
should be gardeners, not sculptors. 

It follows that the young War- 
rens have grown up as individual- 
ists. If, to date, none of them seems 
headed for the law or public life, 
that is quite all right, so long as 
each is sounding out his own pos- 
sibilities. The Governor isn’t going 
to map out their lives. When Jim- 
mie embellished his college room 
with a picture of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, Warren had to put up 
with a lot of ribbing about a poli- 
tical split in the family. But he 
never said a word to Jimmie. “‘He’s 
getting old enough to work things 
out on his own.”’ 


Aut the children have had plenty 
of freedom in which to work things 
out, to pursue every wholesome 
interest. Junior, now 17, has always 
been interested in living things. 
His room has been a zoo—a home 
for finches, canaries, love birds, 
turtles, and gold fish, a storage 
place for stuffed animals, nature 
books, guns, and fishing tackle. 
Lately, it has been cluttered with 
the hooks, string, feathers, and hair 
that he needs for tying trout flies, 
During the war, on a lot across 
from the executive mansion, Junior 
raised victory gardens, won 10 
prizes. He has been keeper of the 
family dogs. When old Rocky, his 
favorite, was killed by a car, all 
Junior wanted for Christmas was 
an enlargement of a Rocky snap- 
shot and a frame in which to 
mount Rocky’s pedigree.

Bur the Governor is not a soft 
touch. If he underwrote all the 
young Warrens’ whims, he would 
have gone bankrupt long ago.

the advance, and there is no one 
who gets a bigger kick out of the 
band—sour notes and all—than 
the Governor. 

Warren is sure that children can 
be steered into healthier growth if 
they’re guided by challenge, co- 
operation, encouragement, and 
praise instead of driven by com- 
mands, and blows, and criticism. 
As a district attorney, he saw too 
many delinquents whose defiance 
of all authority had begun as re- 
sentment of parental coldness and 
severity. No one has ever laid a 
disciplinary hand on one of his 
children. They aren’t exactly 
angels, but he and Mrs. Warren 
have contrived to keep them busy 
and out of deviltry. 


Ere WARREN has, of course, 
been fortunate in his own person- 
ality. He looks like the ideal father, 
big, vigorous, sympathetic, quick 
to laugh, easy to like and to trust— 
too easy, his political opponents 
admit. In Sacramento, no one 
walking in the streets or sitting on 
a park bench can be sure that he 
will not find himself in conversa- 
tion with the Governor.

Tuo it would be impossible to 
prove precisely that Earl Warren’s 
preoccupation with a big family is 
reflected in his public policies or 
his legislative programs, this much 
is certain: The emphasis he has 
put on measures for social and 
human betterment has confounded 
both those extremists who counted 
on him as the “safe’’ tool of con- 
servatism and those who damned 
him for the same reason. The anti- 
labor measures his opponents still 
say he has up his sleeve are yet to 
appear. He has advocated and 
seen achieved an increase in old- 
age pensions, an increase in mini- 
mum teacher salaries to $2,400, 
the rescue of the Teachers’ Re- 
tirement Fund from insolvency, ex- 
tension of unemployment insur- 
ance, and a complete overhaul of 
California’s creaking prison system. 

He called a special legislative 
session to establish a state system 
of child-care centers, and he has 
obtained state aid for spastic 
children. He has tried to rehabili- 
tate delinquents, by-passing the 
penitentiary, for a system of 
mountain and rural work camps. 
He has launched a reforestation 
project and added to the state 
system of parks, beaches, and 
mountain trails. He personally 
sponsored the state university’s 
plans for expansions, notably in 
the field of medical education. At 
the same time he has dared to out- 
rage organized medicine and in- 
surance interests with his pro- 
gram for health insurance. 


Tuo such measures may not 
satisfy the left, they cannot be 
called the program of a safe and 
timid reactionary who is putting 
property rights ahead of human 
rights. On the other hand, they 
hardly mark the philosopher and 
intellectual. Earl Warren is pater- 
nalistic and political. He likes 
people as he likes children and 
wants them to have a good life. 
His definition of a good life would 
be more or less after the pattern of 
his own. He once spoke in an ad- 
dress of “‘the dream of every man 
and woman—the desire to have a 
home and a fireside, to have hap- 
py, healthy children, taught by a 
good mother.” This is no dazzling 
or original pronouncement. But it 
is just as honest as it is trite. 

However that career turns out, 
the structure of the Warren family 
will endure. The Governor has 
taken time to help build it. With 
children and grandchildren com- 
ing along thru school for years to 
come, he expects to be invited to 
a lot of birthdays, to have plenty of 
excuses to cheer the Golden Bears 
in many a big game with Stanford, 
to beam on many a graduation. 
For a man like Earl Warren that’s 
hardly a bitter prospect.

Its red brick facade preserves well the sacrosanct atmosphere of Beacon Hill 


known as the Old City. Its wind- 
ing, “‘cowpath” streets remain 
much as they were when they 
echoed to the clicking heels of un- 
welcome British troops, and many 
buildings still in daily use are little 
changed since they resounded with 
cries of indignant protest and de- 
mands for freedom. 

Old City can be seen properly 
only on foot. Leave your car in an 
outlying section. Tho Boston is des- 
perately tryi~g to solve her traffic 
problems, downtown parking is still 
an almost hopeless venture, and the 
ancient, crooked streets have an 
alarming way of changing names, 
as when Winter Street suddenly 
becomes Summer, and of bringing 
you out right where you went in. 

This is a problem, even on foot. 
A conducted sight-seeing trip is 
one way of getting oriented. With 
a general idea of what lies where, 
armed with a map and guide book, 
and willing to ask frequent ques- 


tions, you'll soon catch on, even 
to the Bostonian system of direct- 
ing you to “take the second left 
and third right.” 

Starting point for your walking 
trip may be the parklike Boston 
Commons, which Governor Win- 
throp set aside as cow pasture and 
training field. If you are in Boston 
the first Monday in June, you may 
see here the gaily garbed Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company, 
first uniformed military organiza+ 
tion in the country, doing its 
anniversary parade and drill. 

From the Commons take Tre- 
mont Street (pronounce the “e”’ as 
in tremble) past the Park Street 
Church, where America was sung 
for the first time and William

The 
first organ in Boston, if not in the 
country, still plays at its services. 
And in the graceful spire hang, 
not lanterns, but the first bells cast

Stop off next to see the Mappar- 
ium in the home of the Christian 
Science Monitor. Here’s your chance 
to see the world from the inside 
out.

Farther on, in the Fenway Dis- 
trict, there’s a monument to cul- 
ture almost every block: Boston’s 
Symphony Hall, Horticultural 
Hall, half a dozen schools and 
universities, and the handsome 
Opera House.

No historical or literary pil- 
grimage will be complete without 
several trips into the territory 
around Boston. North shore, south 
shore, and western suburbs are all 
rich in legend, lore, and land- 
marks, and all within an hour’s 
driving time. You can reach them 
over main double-lane highways, 
or follow picturesque winding 
country lanes thru quiet villages. 

Mileage between towns is not 
great. But there is much to see. If 
you can allow only a day for each 
area, choose ahead the things you 
must see and let the rest go. Better 
yet, take several days for each, and 
enjoy the scenery, too. Nowhere is 
the summer landscape richer or 
more verdantly lush than in New 
England.

you'll need in any one hour. For 
instance, you might want to give 
the baby a bath while your auto- 
matic washer is on. You’ll need 13 
and 17 gallons in that hour, then, 
or a total of 30 gallons. 

(3) Recovery rate is the speed at 
which hot water is added to your 
storage tank. Most gas; and oil- 
fired heaters are designed to re- 
place hot water at the same rate 
you draw it off; electric heaters 
normally have a slower recovery 
rate. 


Wirn the necessary data on 
hand, take a look at the new water 
heaters. Let’s assume there are 
four in your family, plus an auto- 
matic washer. 


Gallons of water per day: (5 per- 
sons @ 15 gallons)=75 gallons 
Storage capacity required: (20% 
of 75 gallons) =15 gallons 
Maximum hot water used in 
any one hour= 30 gallons 


That’s all there is to it. Since 30 
gallons is greater than 15 gallons, 
30 gallons is the minimum figure 
you have to work with. Therefore, 
30 gallons is the recovery rate 
you'll need in a water heater. This 
doesn’t mean that a 30-gallon tank 
is big enough; that depends on 
whether you can get 30 gallons of 
hot water out of that tank. It prob- 
ably means a 40-gallon oil- or gas- 
fired heater to be safe; manufac- 
turers of electric heaters recom- 
mend no smaller than a 50-gallon 
heater if you have either an auto- 
matic washer or a dishwasher.

Aid for Bleeding Trees 


By Dr. J.C. Carter 


Illinois Natural History Survey 


Elms attacked by the Wetwood 
bacteria often bleed, usually af 
the crotches on the main trunks. 
The invading bacteria migrate 
deep into the trunk. There they 
ferment the sap. Pressure builds 
up inside your tree unless the 
gases and fermented sap can 
leak out thru a crack in the trunk 



























Pressure inside this sick elm ex- 
ceeds 50 pounds per square 
inch. If you punctured this tree, 
the frothy sap would squirt out 
with the pressure you'd expect 
from a fully open water faucet 


Elms can be tapped and the 
Wetwood gases collected over 
water for laboratory study. 
Millions of American elms are 
infected. Unlike the deadly 
Dutch elm disease and phloem 
necrosis, the bacterial disease 
kills few trees. But its victims are 
weakened and unsightly, often 
leafless on the topmost branches 


Practical control of the disease is 
simple. Merely bore a '4-inch 
hole almost thru the affected 
trunk, then screw in a short piece 
of pipe. This drain will prevent 
build-up of pressure and will 
stop fermentation of the sap. 
The bacteria will remain alive 
but will do your elms little harm

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[__—s too often brings not only hot weather but too-dry 
weather as well. Be ready with the hose to help your plants thru 
the worst heat. September and October floral displays are worth 
an effort now. Most plants can recover rapidly and put on a big 
autumn show if kept from severe drying in August. 

Sometimes August is the other extreme and it seems that every 
day brings more rain. If this happens, try to keep people from 
going into your garden to pick flowers or vegetables when the 
plants are still damp. Many plant diseases are able to spread with 
incredible speed when-the leaves. are moist. Even your casual 
stroll thru the garden can leave a trail of destruction where dis- 
ease spores clinging to your clothes brush against wet leaves. 

August is a good time to sow seeds. The soil is warm, and if 
you keep it moist, your seeds will sprout quickly. You’ll find it 
easier to start your seeds in flats rather than directly in the 
ground. Flats can be kept where they are protected from the sun 
during the hottest part of the day.

Annual flowers can be started from seed for fall blooms. The special 

early-blooming sweetpeas can provide October flowers for your 

garden in the Lower South. 

Iris, madonna lilies, autumn crocus, and colchicums may be set 

out. Gladioli can be planted in the Lower South. Callas can be 
5 moved any time this month. 
Dahlias must make a constant growth: Mulch and water generously. 
Lawns of “hulled”? Bermuda grass can be seeded. A good seedbed is 
neéded to get a good stand of Bermuda. No lawn in the South should 
be cut shorter than 2 inches this month. 
Azaleas and camellias should be inspected for signs of redspider- 
mites. If they are present, spray with an oil emulsion on a cool day. 
Roses can be pruned lightly. Remove not more than one-half the 
top. Feed the plants, using 5 pounds of plant food on each 100 square 
feet. Spray or dust regularly for disease and insect control. 
Trees and shrubs planted last winter may need specia!' attention 
this summer. Watch for signs of insufficient soil moisture.

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Bees came after me like dive bombers—bang ... wham. 


Aug. I Divided a number of old 
clumps of Memorial daisies and 
then set out said divisions. By late 
fall they will be good-sized plants 
for next year’s bloom. These do 
best if divided every summer after 
blooming, and fresh clumps grown. 

Along came Donald and spaded 
the vacant space from which had 
come the old daisies. This was 
worked over next with the wheel 
hoe. Then into this I set the first of 
my new iris. 

In planting tall bearded iris, I 
dig or scoop out a space just a little 
larger than the spread of the roots 

‘on the division. This is deep 
enough so that the rhizome can be 
covered over with an inch or two 
inches of soil. I put the rhizome in, 
spread out the roots, then pull soil 
back over. 

With new and more expensive 
iris, as these are, I set them 24 
inches apart in the row. If the 
clumps do well, they can grow 
several years without crowding. 

Also I made a beginning at cul- 
tivating, weeding, and renovating 
the front perennial bed. This is a 
job which will be continued until 
the whole bed is worked over. I am 
getting ready to fill it up again 
with new plants. 

Just as the sun went down, I 
saw the air was still. So I ran for 
the duster, filled it, and dusted the 
roses. It was ideal, for the dust

Aug. 11 Down to Neighbor Rus- 
sell’s this Sunday morning. He 
made a new rose bed over in a 
back corner this spring. Over it 
this summer he has built a cloth 
house of the same kind of cloth 
used for asters and dahlias. Under- 
neath, the roses are doing fine— 
vigorous, deep green foliage and 
free from disease. Bloom is richer 
and better than outdoors. 


Aug. 12 “Why, those are the 
finest you ever grew,” said Mag- 
gie, as I came in for a drink and 
handed her a handful of large an- 
nual aster blooms. 

They are the wilt-resistant Early 
Giant Light Blue—the very ones 
which won a silver medal in the 
All America trials a few years ago. 
The flower is a big, rich, lacy blue, 
with long stems, ye for cutting. 


Aug. 13 Have been spreading 
peatmoss as mulch over part of 
rose beds. Some new bales were 
delivered yesterday. Could use 
more. Had to spread the last bale 
mighty thin to reach the end of the 
second bed. When I hinted this to 
Maggie, she mumbled and grum- 
bled about things we need indoors. 
I don’t have the nerve to order 
more peat. 

After supper, Donald and I 
made a first beginning at another 
big job. This is working over the 
peony beds. Along came visitors 
and they oh’ed and ah’ed over the 
cosmos in the front bed. I told 
them these were Sensation cosmos, 
and they looked blankly at me. 

Ill bet a half-dozen visitors have 
done the same. Apparently they 
haven’t yet heard of Sensation cos- 
mos, tho it was on the 1936 All 
America list. It is an early-bloom- 
ing strain with flowers often five 
inches across. It comes in three 
colors, and I have seen a fourth in 
trial grounds. 


Aug. 15 After ! finished hoeing 
weeds out of west peony bed, I 
raked them off and cultivated with 
the wheel hoe. Then I gave each 
plant about a trowelful of plant 
food, scattered around a few inches 
out from the base. After the next 
rain, Pll cultivate again. All this 
would have been better if done a 
month ago. 


Aug. 30 Dusted roses for second 
time this week, for dat ole’ black 
spot jest keeps comin’ along. Both 
boys are thru with summer work 
at the University, so I had Donald 
cultivating peonies and David 
manicuring the lawn. 


Aug. 31 As I stood upon a dewy 
path at twilight, and gazed over 
my domain, I was handicapped by 
lack of suspenders. Had I worn 
them instead of a belt to hold up 
my garden slacks, I surely would 
have hooked my thumbs under 
them. Mebbe let them snap a time 
or two. 

For, brother, it was a happy 
sight I was gazing upon. Believe it 
or not, I’m slowly getting the place 
back to where it looks something 
like what it did in the good, old 
prewar days. There is still a lot to 
do. But even Maggie has taken to 
bragging about the headway Pm 
making. ’

Were you ever in sex play as a 
child?” He answered “‘Yes” to all 
these questions. 

“Well, because you were in sex 
play, does that mean your mother 
was a bad woman?” He was horri- 
fied and said, ‘‘No, of course not!” 

“Then why blame your little 
girl’s mother? The child was satis- 
fying a perfectly natural curiosity. 
It is up to you to deal with the in- 
cident in such a way that it will 
not make an unwholesome im- 
pression on her mind.” 

I advised him to explain to his 
daughter that he understood her 
interest in the difference between 
boys and girls, but that in the 
future she should ask him or her 
mother concerning any matters 
she did not understand. A whip- 
ping under these circumstances 
would only cause a sense of shame 
which might affect her whole 
future. 

One of the most common prob- 
lems with children is timidity. 
Simply remember that what you 
need here is not discipline, but 
understanding. 

One morning a mother brought 
her shy little girl to our nursery. 
When Suzanne stood far back and 
didn’t join the other children, her 
mother wanted to force her. Sug- 
gesting the mother leave, we let 
Suzanne approach the others as 
slowly as she wished. 

By the third day she was play- 
ing as freely as tho she had never 
been timid. She had been given a 
chance to make up her own mind. 
To have forced her to enter when 
she was afraid would only have 
increased her timidity. 

Let your boy or girl start making 
his own decisions, his own choices 
between right and wrong, as young 
as possible. At first he’ll need help. 
But surprisingly soon he’ll be 
ruling himself—and doing a good 
job of it! 

Here are principles to guide us 
in so directing the growth of our 
children that they may be truly 
disciplined: 


¢ The child needs a close kinship 
with his parents. That is basic. 

¢ The child must be given chances 
to do things and make decisions as 
early as possible in his life. While 
it is often easier to do things for 
him than let him do them, it is a 
mistake. 

® Children learn self-control by 
controlling; they learn to make 
decisions by deciding. 

© Corporal punishment should al- 
ways be the last resort, and will as 
a rule do more harm than good 
after the child is 8. 

® Parents should act toward each 
other and toward the children as 
they want the children to act. 

© Disciplining should be done 
calmly . .. never when angry. 

@ The child should always be dealt 
with as a person who is growing up. 
©The best disciplining is that 
which helps the child see and ex- 
perience the consequences of good 
and bad behavior.

toward stronger family life and the 
elimination of VD. 

Our communities have a further 
stake in the matter. Up to their 
necks in delinquency, they scream 
alarm at the numbers of wayward 
girls, young sex offenders, unmar- 
ried mothers. ‘‘Yet what is this,” 
asks Will C. Turnbladh, of the 
National Probation Association, 
“but an indication of the stone 
wall many young people are up 
against? They can’t see ahead. The 
prospect of marriage and home 
building is distant, if not impos- 
sible. It is that sort of picture which 
sends a girl to Times Square.” 

Turnbladh and his colleagues 
have found the marriage blockade 
at the bottom of much juvenile 
crime and unrest. “Early marriage 
would help a lot,” he declares. 
“The security of knowing that a 
wife, a home, and a family were 
within his reach in the reasonably 
near future would save many a 
youth from cynicism and crime.” 


Orr EN the juvenile courts them- 
selves have prescribed and virtual- 
ly ordered early marriage. Take 
the case of Katharine D., an ac- 
complished girl of 18, arrested as a 
sexual delinquent. Probation work- 
ers found she had been in love with 
a young man of 20 and that, except 
for parents’ objections, there was no 
reason for the two not to marry. 
On the court’s advice, Katherine’s 
parents finally consented. Result: 
She now has two children, and a 
happy home. 

Also in the files is the case of 
Kitty Anne C., a confirmed prosti- 
tute at the age of 22. A social 
worker’s investigation turned up 
the fact that Kitty Anne, at 17, 
had an opportunity to marry a 
promising young salesman. Her 
parents prevented it, insisting she 
“get a man with a bank account.” 
Kitty Anne ran away from home. 

But early marriage is not merely 
a check against evils. It has plenti- 
ful assets on its own side of the 
ledger. It harkens back to the best 
traditions of American family 
life, of young people starting out 
thru the wilderness, of a man and 
woman in the full vigor of young 
love growing together into parent- 
hood and spiritual oneness. 


We DON’T have the wilder- 
ness any more, but we have 
pioneers. In a veterans’ housing 
project in New York City, I 
visited a number of young couples 
who, in their clapboard houses 
with walls they had painted them- 
selves, were forging ahead to the 
future with hopes and chins high. 

Isaac Bardavid, a veteran of 
three years in the Pacific, and his 
blue-eyed, red-haired wife, Char- 
lotte, were married four years ago 
whgp she was 18 and he 21. “It’s 
given us a chance to grow up and 
develop together,” Charlotte re- 
marked. “We feel we understand 
each other much better than we 
would if we had married four or 
five years later. I think when

Then the clashes start.” 
“And I can tell you this,” 
Isaac put in, “we’ve got more 
, courage to face the future than 
we'd ever have separately. Things 
may be difficult, but I’m not dis- 
mayed. I’d say to any young man 
\ who wanted to get married, “Don’t 
let-your pocketbook stop you!’ ” 

“Life is full of disappointments 
as Well as happiness,” Charlotte 
said with a smile. “We'd like to 
face them together.” 

And Isaac added, “Being a 
married man—with one child al- 
ready and another on the way 
I’m sure 1’m a much better citizen 
than if I were single. I work 
harder. I have a bank account for 
the first time in my life. I plan for 
the future. When I was single I 
never put a cent away. I know if I 
were single today I’d be running 
around, staying up until all hours, 
getting nowhere fast.” 





A FEW houses down the lane I 
met veteran Harold Martins, 27, 
and his wife Ruth Ann. The 
Martins are celebrities in the 
colony because they have five chil- 
dren. “‘I was only 19 when we were 
married,” Harold said. “We’ve 
had lots of fun raising the family. 
And even if it has been tough 
sometimes, we’ve never cost any- 
one a penny. We’ve made our own 
way, and proud of it, too!” 

A neighbor, veteran Paul -Me- 
lone didn’t marry until two years 
ago. He was 33. “‘But I didn’t wait 
thru any choice of my own,” he 
said. “I was stopped twice, once 
by the depression, once by the war. 
This time I made up my mind that 
nothing would stop me. Betty and 
I marched to the altar as soon as I 
got out of the army.” 

Paul glanced at 6-month-old 
Billy, playing on the floor. ““The 
trouble is [ll be 50 by the time 
he’s 15. It’s much better for kids 
to have young parents. If I had 
my own choice in the matter, be- 
lieve me, [’d marry young.” 


Bur do young marriages stick? 
A good many well-meaning parents 
wonder if marriages aren’t shaky 
when the boy: is only 22, the girl 
19. I put the question to one of the 
country’s keenest students of family 
relations, Dr. William F. Snow, 
chairman of the board of the 
American Social Hygiene Associa- 
tion. He replied: 

“Early marriages are far more 
likely to stick than late marriages. 
When the boy and girl marry 
young, they are more likely ta 
have children and fill out a 
family. They are more adaptable, 
more able to meet the rigors of 
getting started in life. 

“At 18 or 19 a girl will scrub 
floors and do her own washing, 
with the exhilarating feeling of 
homemaking. If she marries at 25 

y she wants life tailor-made. She is 
more easily thrown by reverses.

Tue single girl of 25 and the 
man of 27 already have learned to 
live alone and there is less incentive 
to make marriage succeed. If 
marriage becomes difficult, there is 
a temptation to chuck it and go 
back to a former way of life. But 
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when the boy and girl marry early, 
marriage becomes the one way of 
life. They'll fight to make it 
succeed.” 


In NEW YORK’S Home Term 


Court, where hundreds of prob- 
lems in family living come before 
Magistrate Anna M. Kross, cases 
repeatedly bear out the strength 
and solidity of early marriage. “I 
often advise young people to get 
married,” Judge Kross declares. 
“The idea of waiting for ‘better 
jobs’ or ‘money in the bank’ is 
strictly materialistic. Better a little 
financial hardship than promis- 
cuity and delinquency. As a matter 
of fact, the hardship of starting out 
in life does not destroy marriage. 
It cements it—makes it stronger. 
The thing which really weakens 
our social structure is that family 
life starts too late!’ 

Judge Kross’ observation is well 
documented by the statistics on 
American marriages. The fact is, 
our best candidates for marriage 
and parenthood are getting mar- 
ried latest—and producing the 
smallest families. ‘The blockade at 
the altar takes its most devastating 
toll among our best educated 
young people, among doctors, 
lawyers, teachers, and members of 
other high-standing professions. 


te 
Crnsus figures indicate that a 
girl with only a sixth-grade educa- 
tion has three times the chance of 
marrying by the time she is 25 than 
a girl who has gone to college. 
Among girl college graduates 45 
percent are still unmarried at the 
age of 30, 33 percent still on the 
shelf at 35. Compare these figures, 
respectively, with 13 percent and 
9 percent for the girls who quit 
school at grade six. 

Among men, roughly one-third 
of those in the professions are still 
unmarried at 35. They trail well 
behind factory workers, farmers, 
and laborers. An analysis shows 
young marriages (under 25) to be 
only half as frequent among per- 
sons listed in Who’s Who as in the 
general population. The conclu- 
sion is obvious. If our goal is better, 
stronger family life—we’re moving 
in precisely the wrong direction! 

What can we do about it? 

First, we must break down the 
economic blockade. We must make 
it possible for young people— 
especially those preparing for 
professional careers—to exercise 
what Doctor Snow calls “their right 
to marry.” This right he regards as 
“pursuit of happi- 
ness,” not to be abridged by re- 
quiring such-and-such-a-job or so- 
much-money-in-the-bank. 


Yer marriage means expenses, 
three meals a day, a place to live— 
and you can’t provide that presto 
chango. Nor would anyone in his 
right mind advise marriage on a 
basis of pauperism. The answer, 
far from being any radical balm 
or nostrum, is simply a return to a 
fundamental idea which is as old 
as America but has somehow ‘een 
lost in today’s shuffle. That idea is 
family aid to young married couples. 
In the American which grew 
strong and conquered a wilderness, 
it was unthinkable that a young 
couple should marry without being

given a few acres of land, a team 
and wagon, or a plow, or a cow 
barn, or the old house by the 
meadow. Such things their parents 
provided as part of the natural 
business of getting them on their 
feet. Only in up-to-date, citified of 
America have we come by the idea 
that young couples must marry in 
the full armor of independence. 
Dr. Benjamin Gruenberg, emi- 
nent sociologist and educator, 
points out that family responsibil- al 
ity does not end on the wedding _it. 
day. Today we forget about what 
Doctor Gruenberg calls the “‘hid- 
den subsidies” of the 1800’s—the 
soap kettles and plows, the horses 
and hayfields which young people 
“‘grew into” when they married. 
“We must substitute our own 
form of subsidy,”’ he declares. “‘In 
cities, where you can’t start the 
young couple off with a cow 
pasture, this usually means assist- 
ing them financially until they are 
established. Family aid ought to be 
an accepted custom—in fact an 
obligation—just as it used to be.” 
We ought to revive, too, the 
sadly neglected customs of the 
dowry and the bride’s chest. In 
France, where the family unit is 
probably stronger than anywhere 
else in the world (and where the 
divorce rate is only one-third of 
our own), the dowry is still very 
much in vogue. No family would 
think of turning out a jeune fille 


without enough francs to keep her 
going for a year or two. And 
fathers consider it their duty to 
give sons a part of their business, 
their shop, or farm. So fixed is the 
custom that during the depression

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threatened to cut them off without 
a penny if they marry while at 
school. Why is marriage made an 
alternative to education? Why 
must there be a choice? Why don’t 
the two go together? 

Thanks to the G.I. Bill of Rights 
we are learning just how surpris- 
ingly well the two do go together. 
Campuses have blossomed with 
married couples, with children, 
with washlines and baby carriages. 
At many of our largest universities 
one-third of the students are mar- 
ried. Ray Lyman Wilbur, Chan- 
cellor of Stanford, remarks, ‘“‘It 
does my heart good to look out my 
window and see lines of diapers 
strung between the trailers.” 

But the really brilliant fact is 
that these married students, and 
particularly the ones with children, 
are the best students; they are getting 
the most out of education. Analysis 
of the grades of 4,201 veterans at 
the University of Wisconsin re- 
veals that the 1,021 married vet- 
erans received significantly higher 
grades than the unmarried ones— 
and 63 who had children and were 
living in trailers did the best of all!
